We meet Brixton actor Arnold Oceng who is 
taking on Hollywood role by role

T his month will see the release of A United 
Kingdom , Amma Asante’s hotly awaited 
new film (you’ll most likely know Asante as 
the director of Belle , starring Gugu Mbatha- 
Raw). This time, she’s taken on a true love story 
starring David Oyelowo as the first president of 
Botswana, Seretse Khama, and Rosamund Pike as 
Ruth Khama - along with Brixton’s very own acting 
ingenue, Arnold Oceng. A romantic period drama 
that tackles the stigmas surrounding inter-racial 
relationships head on, with the added bonus of a 
stellar cast, it’s set to make waves. 

When we meet Oceng at Pop 
Brixton for our exclusive photo 
shoot, he’s just seen the film for 
the first time himself. T went to 
the screening yesterday,’ he tells 
me. ‘To see it all come together is 
amazing. It’s set in the 1940s at 
Oxford, so we had our hair gelled 
down and we were wearing old tweed suits.’ So, 
where does his role come in? ‘It was a time when 
inter-racial relationships were frowned upon, and 
I’m the friend who’s trying to put sense into 
Seretse’s head and say to him, “you can’t marry this 
woman - you’re heir to the throne”. But he falls in 
love. The story is about friendship and his love for 
her. David’s character goes through a lot in the film 
and my character, Charles, is there to support him.’ 


Oceng himself is on a roll. Last year, his first 
Hollywood role in The Good Lie alongside Reese 
Witherspoon broke him internationally. Both The 
Good Lie and A United Kingdom have been selected 
for the Toronto Film Festival, and at the time of 
writing he is also basking in the success of the 
release of Brotherhood , the third and final part of 
Noel Clarke’s gritty gangland trilogy, which reached 
number two at the box office {Finding Dory pipped 
it to the post). In Brotherhood , he plays Henry, ‘the 
comedy in the film’. Watch carefully and you’ll spot 
another south Londoner in his first foray into acting 
- grime artist Stormzy. ‘I’m proud 
of everything he’s done with his 
music,’ Oceng confides. ‘It’s his 
acting debut, and I think he 
smashed it.’ 

For Oceng, A United Kingdom 
is a significant turning point in his 
career, proving that The Good Lie 
‘wasn’t just a fluke’. It’s also been a learning curve, 
and gave him another opportunity to work with the 
best. ‘I brought my segway on set and Rosamund 
would ride around on it,’ he laughs. ‘David is very 
intense as an actor - he comes on set with his script in 
a special tattered binder, that you can see has been on 
many films, and he just reeks of authority. It made me 
nervous because he’s so on point. I leamt so much 
from him.’

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It’s been a long time coming. The 
30-year-old started out at the age of just 
six, as King Herod in the nativity play at 
the Corpus Christi Roman Catholic 
primary school on Brixton Hill. His first 
big break came when he bagged a stint at 
Grange Hill. ‘Luckily one of the parents 
at the nativity was an agent,’ he reveals. 
‘He gave my mum her card and said 
“your son’s got talent”. I signed up then 
and there. Because I didn’t go to drama 
school, six years on Grange Hill taught 
me my craft.’ 

Bom in Uganda, Oceng moved to 
south London aged one, and was raised by 
his mother, who he often cites as an 
inspiration. ‘I’m so glad we got to do an 
interview here - this is my hometown,’ he 
says, having brought her along to show 
her around the vibrant street food stalls 
and shipping containers of Pop Brixton 
prior to the shoot. ‘There’s moments in my 
life when certain decisions that I’ve made 


have led me to new places,’ he reflects. 
What was it like growing up in Brixton? 

‘It was tough. It was nothing like it is now. 
There’s been a lot of change and 
gentrification. One thing in life that’s 
always going to happen is change though.’ 

Next up, you can catch him playing a 
boxer in The Danish 
Man , a film set in the 
70s. He’s played a range 
of roles, so would he 
say there’s more 
opportunities for black 
actors nowadays? 

‘Definitely,’ he nods. 

‘Especially in America, there’s a lot of roles 
for people of colour. Give it time, but I feel 
like here in the UK there is a glass ceiling. 
Coming from shows like Casualty , Holby 
City and The Bill , Adulthood and Top Boy - 
I’m proud of them, but a lot of them are 
stereotypical, black gangster roles, bad boys 
from estates. 


‘It’s a good stepping stone, but as an 
actor you want to be able to show people 
that you can do different types of drama 
and comedy,’ he continues. ‘You don’t 
want to be stuck doing the same thing. 
Here in the UK, there’s pigeonholing - 
and there’s not so many writers writing 
different scripts. I’d like to go for more 
romantic films.’ 

We don’t doubt that Oceng will 
continue to expand his range, whether he 
continues to take on Hollywood or opts 
for more indie films and television roles. 
‘Even though I’m doing a few big films, 

I want other actors to know it’s possible 
to work on both sides 
of the Atlantic,’ he 
says. ‘You can still do 
great indie, low budget 
films, just as long as 
the script is good. 

I don’t care what the 
budget is, as long as 
there’s a good story and a good message, 
and I get to act in it.’ We can’t wait to 
see what’s next in store for him - and in 
the meantime, we’ll be sure to be 
queuing at the box office for tickets to 
see A United Kingdom at the Ritzy.

THRILL 



As she steps away from comedic roles for a moment of dark 
tragedy on the stage, Celia Imrie tells us why she’ll never slow down

C elia Imrie has a certain energy and zest for 
life that can’t be put into words. As we talk 
about her upcoming role as Goneril in 
King Lear at The Old Vic, it is 
immediately apparent that this is a new adventure 
that truly excites her. A step away from the comedic 
roles, the London local tells me, but still executed 
with an equal amount of passion and humour. This 
is because spirit is at the heart of 64 -year-old Imrie, 
and I quickly realise that it is this honesty, warmth 
and humbleness that has paved the way to a 
successful career. 

Like a lot of the characters that Imrie plays, she 
has no intention of slowing down and throws herself 
at opportunities. ‘I said that 
I wanted to change gear a 
little bit,’ she says. ‘Well, 
that’s kind of worked, as 
it’s not exactly a laugh a 
minute this part, is it?’ 

She tells me how her 
latest adventure was 
heading to LA to chase a 
Hollywood dream. ‘I began 
this year sailing across the 
Atlantic, with a promise of 
a part in Sir Patrick 
Stewart’s new TV series. 

However, halfway across, 
the news came to me that 
my visa hadn’t arrived on 


time and they couldn’t wait,’ says Imrie. 

‘But I wasn’t going to turn back. By badgering 
people to be seen - which you have to do in 
America -1 managed to get a part in a new series 
called Better Things. It was an adventure, something 
I’ve always wanted to do - and I did it.’ 

She is passionate about the way in which, as an 
adult, you never stop learning, and as I comment on 
the similarities between herself and her characters, 
she talks about the talent of Dame Judi Dench in 
applying yourself to acting. 

‘She has this incredible, invisible technique - 
she’d hate it if she heard me saying it - but she 
opens her soul so that, even though she’s playing 

someone else, it is her too,’ 
says Imrie. ‘It’s a brave 
thing to do and I’m sure I 
picked it up from her - not 
being afraid to show your 
heart. I learn so much from 
the people I work with.’ 

Imrie doesn’t know 
about any of the plans for 
King Lear yet, as rehearsals 
don’t start until nearer the 
performance date. But I 
wonder if they are going to 
play on elements of dark 
humour, instead of a focus 
on tragedy. After all, they 
have a varied and 
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powerfully comedic cast including Rhys 
Ifans and Jane Horrocks. 

Her own mischievous humour is 
apparent with her character pre-rehearsals, 
in her somewhat light-hearted opinion of 
the evil sister. ‘Laurence Olivier said that 
we must love the character that we play,’ 
says Imrie. ‘I don’t know why everyone is 
going on about Goneril being so horrible, I 
think she’s perfectly fine actually.’ 

This cast is particularly special for 
Imrie too as 40 years ago she found 
herself a tea girl for Glenda Jackson, 
who is making her comeback to acting as 
King Lear a quarter of a century after 
she gave it up for politics. But it’s also a 
theatre that Imrie holds high regard for, 
and she feels grateful to be given the 
opportunity to return there. ‘I love it,’ 
she says. ‘It’s a huge responsibility being 
at The Old Vic, as I think it’s one of the 
most beautiful theatres in the country. 

I get a thrill crossing the road to it, going 


in the stage door - I’ll never tire of that.’ 

This isn’t the only aspect of her job that 
gives Imrie a thrill, however. Perhaps most 
important to her is the excitement of her 
life and this isn’t something that she’s 
slowing down on. ‘Dame Jude, Maggie 
[Smith] and I always think it’s strange to 
be asked if we are 
going to retire. It’s 
absolutely not a word 
that comes into our 
dictionaries because 
you go on and on,’ she 
says. ‘You’re never 
satisfied. It’s a 
compulsion actually, to 
keep seeking a new challenge.’ 

It could be this changing of perceptions 
toward later life that is the reason behind 
the success of The Best Exotic Marigold 
Hotel , as well as the inspiration for her 
novels. ‘I think it’s so great,’ smiles Imrie. 
‘Real Marigold hotels are popping up in 


India now!’ Great is a word that Imrie uses 
a lot, and it seems there is no aspect of life 
that she doesn’t have a lot of love for, 
including her Notting Hill home. 

‘I love walking around and seeing 
plaque after plaque and thinking: was it 
something in the water, or was it because 
in the old days it was a reasonably priced 
place to live for these artists? Because 
they are all artists, writers, musicians, 
actors...’ muses Imrie. ‘I believe it’s still 
in the air and I love it. It’s still full of 
extraordinary characters now I think.’ 

Speaking of extraordinary characters, 
we tail off from the 
interview discussing 
the frolics behind the 
making of the 
Absolutely Fabulous 
movie, the glamorous 
and indulgent nature of 
us Brits, and the 
importance of keeping 
that buzz. Imrie has a wonderful way of 
igniting inspiration as she speaks, and I 
for one can’t wait to feel the buzz of 
seeing her tread the boards again.

ROCKS 

With the Lewisham Fringe Festival taking place 
this month, we take a look at what’s happening in 
SE13 and its neighbours, Lee and Hither Green

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L ewisham is changing. With an 
area once dominated by a rather 
unlovely Loampit Vale 
roundabout being transformed 
into an inviting gateway to the town 
centre and a new riverside park in the 
pipeline, SE13 is in the process of a 
much-needed facelift. When completed 
the new park, Confluence Place, will 
slope down to the rivers Quaggy and 
Ravensboume, creating a green space 
that will connect new residential 
developments to the heart of the town 
with new pedestrian-friendly, 
shop-lined links. 

The food scene is already thriving, 
with everything from the Mediterranean 
influences of Meze Mangal, Levant, 
Levant Pide and Gennaro’s deli to Rox 
Burger, billed as Trip 
Advisor’s Nol burger 
joint in the whole of 
London. The hugely 
popular street food 
pop-up Lewisham 
Model Market has 
been a big hit too. 

It’s a hive of arty 
creativity too. Lewisham Arthouse 
(lewishamarthouse.org.uk) offers a free 
public programme of exhibitions, 
workshops and talks, while The 
Lewisham Fringe 

(lewishamfringefestival.com), now into 
its fourth year, will run from 15-27 
November. With over 30 shows in the 
offing at the 37-seater London Theatre, 
the festival is gaining a well-deserved 
reputation for showcasing local talent. 
Slots are available for just £40 and 
performers are able to sell tickets on the 
door or online, allowing budding local 
stars the chance to try out their acts in 
front of a paying audience. 


As the multi-million pound 
regeneration of Lewisham gathers pace, 
nearby Lee and Hither Green are set to 
benefit from the exciting changes. 
Popular with young families, largely 
thanks to their great transport links and 
good selection of Victorian housing 
stock and stylish new residential 
developments, both areas have a strong 
community feel, with active local 
residents’ groups dedicated to 
preserving their neighbourhood’s 
wonderful charm. 

Both areas have a seemingly constant 
flurry of new independent cafes, bars and 
shops popping up alongside the local 
favourites. Among the latest arrivals on 
the already well-catered for Lee Road 
are Pizza Luciano, a pizza bar and 

takeaway from the 
people behind the 
popular local 
Luciano’s Restaurant. 

The area is fast 
becoming an arty 
enclave too thanks to 
the arrival of Artful 
Pelican (artfulpelican. 
com) last year. This super gallery on Lee 
Road is part of the Coombe Trust Fund, 
a charity that provides free holidays to 
those in need at their six properties at 
Westgate-on-Sea. Through its Street 
Souls initiative, it also works with many 
of London’s homeless. Artists who 
exhibit at the gallery give support by 
donating a minimum of 25% of any sale, 
although some donate considerably more 
- up to 100% of sale proceeds. Look out 
for a planned exhibition of artworks by 
homeless, ex-homeless and other 
vulnerable artists, a project that charity 
chief executive David Hardy hopes to 
bring to fruition in the near future.

‘If you pop to the 
shops, someone will 
wave from across the 
street and you’ll get a 
warm smile from the 
paper shop to the 
station staff. If you are 
a parent with young

MOODY HUES 

The pick of the latest in fabrics and wallpapers 

With autumn here and winter creeping up around the comer, now is a good time to 
indulge in something warming and new in the home. The new fabrics and wallpaper 
collections out there certainly fit the bill, as you can see from page 52. It’s also a great 
time for heartwarming moments in the heart of the home, so Kara O ’ Reilly rounds up the 
best in kitchens on the market right now, plus don’t miss the magical world of Sian Zeng. 
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I nteriors artist Sian Zeng, happily based at Cockpit Art 
Studios in Deptford, is renowned for the dream-like 
narratives of her imaginative wallpapers and murals. Her 
latest collection, entitled Hua Trees, is inspired by her 
European and Chinese cultural heritage. ‘As an artist, I think 
you are always influenced by the artwork surrounding you,’ 
she says of her work. ‘It feeds into your subconscious. 

‘In China, very early on, you are taught Chinese 
calligraphy. That gave me an understanding of how things 
are composed, because when you write Chinese characters, 
you have to think about the way things are placed, and how 
different elements come together to look good. The 
characters are made up of two or three different parts, and if 
you draw one too big, the others will be out of proportion.’ 

As well as her early education in China, Zeng - who 
recently moved to Kidbrooke Village - is a graduate of 
Central St Martins, and also takes inspiration from time spent 
living in Hungary. ‘Hungarian art and design is very strong 
in a graphic sense,’ she reflects. ‘They have lots of fairytales 
and beautiful, well-illustrated story books that can often be 
quite surreal. I used to copy them a lot as a child.’ 

It’s an influence that’s clear to see in her latest designs. 
‘Most of the time I try to tell a story,’ she agrees. ‘With the 
latest collection, it’s more about the feeling - a calm sense of 
walking in the woods. It gives a slow, meditative impression.’ 
Painted with Chinese inks in a non-traditional style, the soft, 
muted grey and warm light pinks make for a gorgeous 
feature wall in children’s bedrooms and living areas. 

‘In children’s rooms, you can be quite playful,’ says Zeng. 
For a recent photo shoot, she paired her designs with doll’s 
houses and a little tepee. ‘We try to bring a little bit of the 
outdoors indoors,’ she explains. ‘In the living room I think they 
give a sense of calmness and space. With the varying degrees 
of intensity of the trees, there’s also a sense of distance.’ 

The murals are immersive and mesmerising, and for Zeng,

that’s a big part of their appeal. ‘You feel like you’re part of it,’ 
she agrees. ‘With all my collections, I try to make the repeating 
pattern as obscure as possible. I try to make every piece more 
like an artwork than a wallpaper. I don’t like to launch 
collections for the sake of it - I like to take my time, and every 
time we launch a new one it has to be perfect. I don’t like to be 
pressed by time just because we need something.’ 

Zeng’s creative process is both traditional and contemporary. 
‘I try to vary my techniques because I get bored very quickly 
otherwise,’ Zeng laughs. ‘Every time I launch a new collection 
1 try something different. This time, I experimented with 
Chinese inks and brushes, and took a couple of lessons in 
Chinese painting. I start with any mark making tool - inks, 
gouache, or sometimes even highlighters and sponges. Then I 
scan all my drawings and collate them on Photoshop to create 
the final composition.’ 

Her woodland collection is also a rather fun interiors option, 
with the added option of a magnetic liner, allowing you to 
create a fully interactive landscape receptive to magnets. ‘I read 
a lot about shape-shifting in fairytales and I wanted to give 
people a way to interact on the wall, to move images around 
and change the storyline,’ she explains. 

As well as cultural influences, Zeng is in tune with nature, 
which is reflected in her Seasons collection. Featuring tropical 
blooms, winter snowdrifts, and autumnal clouds, they’re an 
elegant way to brighten up a room. ‘Every season is different 
and, for spring, I thought of rain, which is why all the paints 
are dripping down. In summer, things tend to dry out, which is 


why I opted for black lines without the colour filled in - but 
then there are colourful areas as well, and lots of bugs and 
beetles crawling around.’ 

There are other inspirations too, as she reveals in her 
admiration for the fashion photographer Tim Walker. ‘I identify 
with his work a lot,’ she confides. ‘Some aspects of his work are 
quite dark and dramatic, but it always tells a story. I like the 
Whitechapel Gallery and the Royal Academy, and I go to a lot of 
gardens - Kew Gardens gives me a lot of inspiration.’ The 
‘community feel’ of Cockpit Arts and the surrounding area, which 
Zeng describes as ‘vibrant and young’, also feeds into her quirky 
style - and after discussing her work with her, I can’t wait to 
inject a little of her vivid imagination into my own home.

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ROOM TO PLAY 

Fun is on the agenda in this stylish, retro apartment in a former 
factory on Wharf Street in West Greenwich

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Honky’s playful style is

W hen Chris Dezille set out to design this 
rather retro show apartment in Drew 
House in West Greenwich, he wanted 
it to feel sympathetic to the building’s 
heritage. Incorporating original aspects of the 
existing, Grade II listed former marine boiler 
factory, it’s a two bedroom live/work apartment 
aimed at the young, professional market. The brief 
was to create an inspiring living space, reflecting the 
building’s industrial origins. 

‘We like to have a bit of fun and think about the 
purchaser,’ he explains. ‘We were hoping to attract 
local buyers who are interested in the area because 


it’s up and coming. It attracts young, hip people, but 
also people who have lived there for 30 years. 
Dumping Kensington and Chelsea style properties 
into, say, Deptford, doesn’t make sense. You might 
sell to investors, but you might alienate others.’ 

It’s certainly the element of fun in this apartment 
that makes it stand out from the crowd. Dezille’s 
team of three permanent in-house stylists have 
ensured a clean, pulled together look throughout the 
home, from the brick print and boldly striped 
wallpapers and quirky pink bathroom lighting right 
down to the eye-catching, unusual insect theme 
subtly adorning everything from the artwork to the 
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cushions. The recurring geometric pattern in the 
furniture and carpets also gives it the edge. ‘Drew 
House is very playful,’ Dezille agrees. ‘In terms of 
the colour scheme, we went for corals, blues and 
coppers, which soften through to greys.’ It’s a 
vintage look, but it’s sharp, urban, and more Hoxton 
or Shoreditch than granny chic. 

‘It’s a little bit Orla Kiely-inspired, with retro 
elements like the old vinyl record player,’ Dezille 
adds. ‘People loved it because it’s vibrant in a kind 
of kitsch way. We are always looking to give clients 
something they haven’t seen before. We like to keep 
it interesting.’ This philosophy of mixing it up also 
applies to his approach to texture. ‘It’s simply 
described as a yin and a yang,’ he explains. ‘If 
something is shiny, something should be matte. 
Reflective surfaces along with timber, for example. 
And if something is smooth then something else 
should be textured. It’s balancing those elements.’ 

And what about when it comes to incorporating 
colour? ‘If a client wants a light, natural scheme, 
you still have to get some depth from somewhere 
otherwise it ends up very insipid,’ he considers. 

‘A lot of other designers will just throw in a colour, 
but we try and accent it in the cushions, but also in 
smaller things like book spines. If you see a colour 
somewhere, generally you’ll see it recurring 
somewhere again more subtly. It should crop up a 
few times to reinforce it.’ 

To some extent, his schemes are also dictated by 
the seasons. ‘We also follow the trends,’ he adds. 

‘If you try and buy gold or silver in the summer, it’s 
almost impossible. It’s becoming more seasonal. 

It’s not that long ago that people would change their 
sofas and curtains in winter and summer - and that 
mentality is coming back around again now.’ 


Dezille set up design company Honky in 2001 , 
and after 25 years working in the industry, he pairs 
his professional expertise with ongoing creativity. 

As a multi-disciplinary design practice, it can 
deliver a full design service from the architecture 
right through to the top layer styling. 

‘There’s always something our clients see that 
they associate as being “very Honky”, but it’s 
probably more about things we wouldn’t do - things 
we might think are a bit obvious.

The dish to make bonfire night go off with a bang

Pull the pork whilst it is hot. 
Work quickly, gently pulling 
the meat into big strands. 
Don't over-pull the meat or 
it will become mushy. 



C omforting, satisfying and 

simple to prepare, pulled pork 
could very well be the ultimate 
bonfire night meal. What’s 
more, you can just leave it in the oven all 
day and it will fill your home with 
mouthwatering aromas; just what you 
need to warm the cockles. 

The best cut to use is the neck end of 
the shoulder. It needs very long and slow 
cooking to break down the inter¬ 
connective tissue and render the 
richly flavoured fat, which 
melts into the meat making it 
exceptionally tender. 

Traditional American 
pulled pork is flavoured 
with little more than salt, 
sugar and paprika. The 
smoky flavours of the 
barbeque do the rest. My 
recipe assumes you won’t have 
the time or the inclination to tend 
the barbeque for 12 hours and will 
instead use an oven. The addition of 
smoked garlic, chipotle, thyme, fennel 
and cumin gives oven cooked pork a 
smoky, aniseedy and spicy flavour. 

Whilst the cooked shoulder rests, pour 
the cooking juices through a sieve into a 
pot. Skim off the fat and boil over a high 
heat to reduce by half. Whisk in a 
spoonful of mustard and set aside. Put on 
some clean rubber gloves and gently pull 
the meat away from the bones. Mix the 
reduced sauce into the pulled pork, 
adjust the seasoning and serve with 
grilled flatbread, creme fraiche, pickles 
and an autumn slaw of red cabbage, 
apple, celeriac and pomegranate. 


PULLED PORK 

• Serves: Approximately 10 

• Preparation time: Approximately 30 mins 

• Cooking time: 12 hours (approx) 

1.5kg pork shoulder from neck end - on 
the bone - skin removed 
lOOg salt 

lOOg brown sugar 
15g smoked paprika 
1 red onion - chopped 
1 head smoked garlic - roughly chopped 
1 dried chipotle 
250ml red wine vinegar 
1 tablespoon fennel seeds - toasted 
1 tablespoon cumin seeds - toasted 
Large sprig thyme 


1 Mix the salt, brown sugar and smoked 
paprika and rub over the shoulder. Place 
in a roasting tray and cook for 1 hour at 
200C to get the flavours from the maillard 
reaction started. 

2 Add the red onion, chipotle, fennel and 
cumin seeds, thyme, vinegar and 250ml of 
water. 

3 Cover tightly with foil and cook at 91C 
for a further 11 hours. 

4 Remove from the oven and allow to rest 
for 20 minutes before pulling out the 
bones and pulling the meat into shreds. 
Gently mix in the reduced cooking juices.

L ocated at 31 Perry Vale, this bistro 
has a homely way about it.

With a new branch in Blackheath, we meet thefounders of day spa mydetoxdiet

hen two old school friends 
set up a juice detox 
business just over a decade 
ago, they couldn’t have 
predicted just how the trend for all things 
cleansing was about to take off. In the 
ten years since Ilona Wesle and Susanne 
Kroller moved from their native Munich 
to London to launch mydetoxdiet, ‘clean 
eating’ has become the buzz phrase du 
jour and more of us are banishing toxins 
in a bid to boost our health and vitality. 

With Wesle’s training as a nutritionist 
and Kroller’s experience running a five- 
star spa in Bavaria, the pair were ideally 
placed to launch a detox business. They 
began with a range of fresh juice fasts, 
blended and packaged at an industrial 
kitchen in Charlton and delivered direct 
to customers across the country. They 
also offered sessions on Iyashi domes - 
infrared ‘sauna tubes’ - in central 
London. Inspired by traditional Japanese 
heat rituals, they are designed to heat the 
entire body to encourage the elimination 
of toxins. 


‘The infrared rays penetrate the body 
by up to 40mm, so you sweat out toxins 
from the bloodstream,’ explains Kroller.

The raw juices - still blended in 
Charlton, where the business partners 
both have their homes - are cold-pressed 
from fresh, alkalizing produce such as 
raw berries, kale, spinach, greens and 
other tasty superfoods, delivered in 
handy bottles. Sign up to one of the 
detox plans and a concierge will help 
you choose the perfect, tailor-made 
cleanse to help you achieve your 


wellbeing goals and accommodate any 
food allergies and dislikes, from one-day 
juice fasts to a 10-day Superfood Plan. 

Mydetoxdiet opened its first 
‘JuiceSpaBar’ in the heart of Greenwich in 
August 2014. A second spa in Blackheath 
Village followed in 
September this year. As 
well as an opportunity 
to pick up your detox 
packages in-store, both 
offer a range of beauty 
and wellbeing 
therapies from 
manicures to colonic hydrotherapy 
and Indian head massage. 

So just why are we all so big on detox 
now? Kroller puts it down to more of us 
being diagnosed with food allergies, 
experiencing the symptoms of IBS, 
feeling burnt out or suffering from skin 
problems. As she says: ‘Our clients don’t 
just see the benefits, they feel them too.’

FRESH START 

Ways to ensure the early days of university life isn't a daunting experience

I f there’s enough room left in the car, 
soon you may be driving your child 
- or, we should say, young adult - 
off to university. Starting university 
is a milestone, and not just for students - 
many parents come to us with numerous 
questions about how to help prepare their 
children for the next step in their 
education. Luckily, there are a number of 
things that you can do to help create a 
smooth transition for both you as a 
parent and your newly-fledged ‘fresher’. 

Starting university often marks a 
gearshift in a parent’s involvement in 
their children’s lives. For some parents, 
it may be the first time their children are 
away from home, and the first time their 
children don’t have clear rules on what is 
and isn’t expected of them. As tempting 
as it may be to dive into your child’s 
extensive reading list or deliver a term’s 
worth of Tupperware meals, sometimes 
the most valuable support you can 
provide at this stage is the space for your 
child to try new things out 
independently. In our experience, the 
best preparation for new university 
students is to arrive as a confident, 
critical thinker with an inquisitive mind. 


Independent learning is beneficial on 
many levels: it can increase motivation 
and confidence, raise a student’s self- 
awareness of their skills, and has also 
been linked to improved academic 
performance. Students who develop 
these skills early on are able to progress 
more quickly academically by applying 
their own ideas to problem solving, 
forming opinions and creating new 
learning strategies. 

Of course, developing a student’s 
independent learning 
skills is not about 
encouraging them to 
spend a 24-hour stint 
sitting alone in the 
library trying to read 
everything on their 
reading list. Mirroring 
the structure of 
university teaching, one-to-one tuition 
can offer a supportive and stimulating 
environment to cultivate these study 
skills and stretch learning beyond the 
curriculum. In collaboration with 
teachers and tutors, parents play a 
significant role in facilitating the shift of 
responsibility within the learning 


process. Whether it is encouraging your 
child to share their opinion on current 
affairs over dinner, or suggesting where 
they could find help with their studies, 
the careful balance lies in providing just 
enough support to enable your child to 
arrive at a resolution autonomously. 

Every parent wants their child to feel 
confident when navigating the new 
experiences of university life: from 
organising their assignments to 
remembering to separate their washing. 

Often, providing 
children with the space 
to work out these trials 
for themselves (and to 
know where to go for 
help if they cannot), 
although daunting, 
allows them to embed 
in university life more 
quickly. Have faith that your child’s 
upbringing will hold them in excellent 
stead and allow them to navigate this 
exciting new phase with confidence.

We chat to Allison Johnson, organiser of the STREAM South 
London Book Festival, as it returns for its third year 

Words MARK KEBBLE 


What was the initial inspiration 
behind STREAM? 

As a school we celebrate a passion for 
reading, a fascination with storytelling 
and a love of books, with visits from 
authors throughout the year, and 
STREAM is a natural extension of this. 
The festival is a wonderful opportunity 
for families to enjoy books and reading 
together. I am a great fan of Cheltenham 
Book Festival and realised we had a 
fantastic resource in our site - with an 
internal marquee that seats about 600 - 
and that we could offer venues of 
different sizes for different audiences and 
events, giving us the opportunity to make 
this a community-wide event. 

Why do you feel a festival of this ilk 
was needed? 

Nothing of this scope and size exists in 
south London - a purely literary event 
for children, which is free to visitors. 

It’s a great use of our resources for the 
whole community. 

With technology prevalent today, 
do our children need to be 
inspired to read more? 

Yes, I really believe that all 
children should be encouraged 
to read more, whether it is a 
book, or on an electronic 
device. Reading opens up 
whole new worlds and ideas 
to children, and helps them 
develop their communication 
skills. And it is fun! 

Has it now become a real 
community event? 

From the outset we were keen to engage 
the whole community, so we publicised it 


through local schools, libraries and events 
such as Norwood Feast. We have groups 
from local schools attend and for the last 
two years a large group of children from 
Shine in Brixton. We have, in some cases, 
been able to offer help with transport to 
and from the event. We have a number of 
local authors appearing, including some 
members of Children’s Writers and 
Illustrators in South London (CWISL). 

We work with local businesses: Tales on 
Moon Lane in Heme Hill is our partner 
bookshop in the event, and stalls from 
Norwood Feast offer delicious food on the 
day. Additionally, we have the reading 
charity Beanstalk taking part. 

How great is it to have Malorie 
Blackman as the STREAM patron? 

Absolutely fantastic - a wonderful author

new worlds and ideas to 
children and helps them 
develop skills 


and former Children’s Laureate who is a 
great supporter of STREAM and, 
previously, a south London resident. She is 
a wonderful draw for audiences and gave 
the festival stature from the outset - she 
opened STREAM in the first year. 

She’s one of a number of wonderful 
authors involved this year. Can you 
offer an ‘at a glance’ round-up of the 
stand outs? 

The Malorie Blackman and Marcia 
Williams events are STREAM’S 
celebration of Shakespeare’s 400th 
anniversary. Blackman’s latest book 
Chasing the Stars is a retelling of Othello 
set in the future, while Williams’ 
marvellous book Bravo, Mr William 
Shakespeare! is the perfect way to 
introduce young readers to his plays. It’s a 
real treat, magically turning Shakespeare’s 
plays in to gorgeous, colourful, witty 
cartoon strips. 

Also headlining in our main venue, we 
have the wonderful Judith Kerr OBE, 
author of The Tiger Who Came to Tea and 
When Hitler Stole Pink Rabbit , with her 
new book Mr Cleghom s Seal. 

Kerr will be in conservation 
with Children’s Books 
Reviewer of The Sunday Times 
Nicolette Jones. Our youngest 
audience can enjoy Winnie the 
Pooh’s 90th birthday 
celebrations, while elsewhere 
we have stories of pirates, 
dinosaurs, dogs, ducks and 
witches, and drop-in sessions 
where parents can relax while 
children draw and enjoy stories, 
song and rhyme.

Good returns 

Can you profit from investing ethically P 
Sterling & Law’s Akwasi Duodu investigates 



W hat is more important to you 
when you invest money? 
Your principles or your 
profits? The term ‘Ethical 
Investment’ in itself has been considered 
an oxymoron for many years. Is it possible 
to have your cake and eat it by making 
profits through ethical investing? 

How to invest? 

The most popular route to investing 
ethically is through a managed fund, via 
an investment vehicle like a stocks and 
shares ISA or personal pension. These 
operate in the same way as conventional 
managed funds, in that they purchase a 
basket of shares in a chosen sector. 


However before making a decision 
to invest in a company’s shares, an 
ethical fund manager will run checks 
on the company to find out if it has 
interests in a number of positive and 
negative criteria. 

How ethical is ethical? 

This can be a contentious issue. For 
example, on the face of it, a bio technical 
company working on a cure for cancer 
may appear ethical. However, what if that 
very company gets involved in testing 
drugs on animals? There is always the 
risk that having too strict criteria could 
result in a poorly balanced portfolio 
at best. 


What sort of return can you expect? 

Historically, ethical funds have lagged 
behind conventional funds in performance, 
partly because of choice limitations and 
because the vetting process can take some 
time to go through. Analysts have 
commented that by the time an ethical fund 
is ready to invest, the horse has already 
bolted! This is changing. Advances in 
technology and superior market intelligence 
means ethical funds are able to vet 
companies and make decisions much more 
quickly, resulting in superior returns.

Only today I saw two 
separate headlines appear in my inbox highlighting big fines 
handed out to landlords for various breaches! 

Whilst there are some landlords who don't take their duties 
seriously, I find the majority do care and are honourable 
landlords. 

But unless you are a professional landlord it is difficult to keep 
up with so much legislation. 2015 brought us many changes 
and looking forward there is much more ahead. Don't get 
me wrong, with "generation rent"ahead I can understand 
why the government are keen to improve standards. 

At the Conservative Party Conference they were looking to 
make the'Right to Rent'legislation a criminal act, meaning 
mistakes deemed as negligence could put you somewhere 
you would rather not be! With immigration being high on 
the agenda, the authorities are placing part responsibility on 
us landlords. 

More legislation which needs meticulous planning is the 
Minimum Energy Efficiency Standards concerning EPCs. 

From 1 st April 2018 if your EPC rating is below an 'E'then 
it would be illegal to take on a new tenancy or renew an 
existing one!
